With an ocean of buncli-gra.^^s ainl an 
unlimited supjily of virgin soil, and 
water for irrigaiing purposes, a home 
market for beef on the railroad and foi' 
Hour at Soda Creek, they arc truly at 
home. The northern district will al- 
ways sujiply the lionie marlJeis of the 
north. 

IIIUTAIS'S COAL FIELDS. 



Periodically the cry is raised in tlie 
Old Country that the exhaustion of the 
roal fields of Great Hi'ituin is a nearer 
event than is generally anticipated. 
.\iul considering the immense riiianti- 
ties mined and the rapidity with which 
the output is increasing, it is .scarcely 
wondered that some alarm should be 
felt. Twnnty soveu vears ago it was 
only (31,500,000 tons; the last year it 
was liG,818,000 tons. Comparing the 
last tea years with the ilecade ])reced- 
ing, wc find an increase in the outjnit 
of nearly 40 per cenl., the e.voess being 
the enormous quantity of .T I ."i, 2 10,000 
tons. It is evident that every year 
there is an increasing ilr.iin upon that 
part of its mineral v,-iTiltli lo whirli iln^ 
country is mo.'it indi'bieil tor i^ts com- 
manding position. In commenting on 
this penalty which IJriiain bus to i)ay 
for hoif Commercial great ne.ss, the I,on 
don "Mining Journal" says : — 

"It does not appear, then, to us to be 
of ve^.great importance that our capital- 
ists should cndcavoi' to turn the coal 
wealth of the i»'incipal colonics of th'o 
Cnitcd Kingdom to a inoro siih.^tnntial 
account than hitherto. Tliere can be nn 
doubt that there is a va.st. aiiinnnt of coal 
awaiting extraction in .Nova. Scotia and 
other parts of the Dominion of Canada, as 
well aa in.i^ow Zealand, Australia, British 
India, Borneo, South Africa, &c.

horno in mind that every ton of colonird 
coal which is made available for consump- 
tion assists to suspend the evil day when

Attack on tho Salvation Arxajr. 

Yesterday a serious attack was made in 
Shcflicld upoij-thQ^hjalvatiou Army wliilu 
marching tijrouigh.s'civci'al of the principal 
streets. On Satiirday the Army held sev 
er.il meetings, .alway.H preceded by amai-ch 
led by "Gencnd" William Booth, "Col- 
•onol" Colville,Mrs. Booth, "M.ajor" Cad- 
man, and tlio "Captains" of various 
corps, and though largo crowds followed 
thciu there was happily no disturbance 
On Sunday there wns a parade of arms at 
half-pasl nine o'clock, "ammuniticn," 
according to the prograunne, having been 
laid in at half-past sin; o'clock". At half- 
pasl ten o'clock a "bai)ti3m I'f lire" took 
place at tlie Thomas fcitrect Barracks, ard 
at half-past i me o'clock there was hold a 
grand iuspoction and march from tho bar- 
racks. The Albert Hall was reached .it 
half-past two o'clock, and a service was 
held to a crowded audience, tickets for 
6,000 people, or twice as many as tho 
place would hold, having been issued. 
The General and Mrs. Booth were an- 
nounced to prophesy. A detachment of 
the army, 150 strong, wore pelted with 
stone and mud as.th'oy left tho liall, Eni; 
erson Davis, "Lieutenant of No. 3 Corps," 
better known :\s "the converted wrestler" 
wa.i struck in the mouth with a stone, 
iind otiieis were hit, but none seriously 
injured. On 'Monday there wore many 
idlers about, and the disturbance np- 
I)roached the proportions of a serious 
riot. At half-past ten "there was the 
"putting un of armor" in Tliomas street 
Barracks, where an immense crowd waited 
till half-past one, wlicn the "triumphant 
nuu'ch" was to. start with mounted oflicoi's, 
bi-assbaiid, female trumpeters and tho 
General counn.indiug. Two policemen 
stationed at the bari-.icks v.vi'o .siiiiplc- 
mcntcd by twelve stalwart .solilier.s, who 
were detached by Major C.idiuan to as- 
sist in protecting tho army. Tho convert- 
ed wrestler, bearing marks of rough usage 
received on tho former march, was attired 
in a scarlet uniform, with shining lielmet, 
and mounted on a white horso. Then 
came a brass band in a brake, followed in 
several cairiugos by General I5ooth, Mi's. 
Booth-and various otlicers of tho divisiwii. 
Seven hundred rank and tile issued (vow 
the barracks, and tho moment they did 
80 they were greeted with dorisivo cries 
and showci-s of stones and mud. Tho con- 
verted wrestler had a bad timo of it. His 
uniform was soon one mass of mud, hi k 
helmet was hurled to tho ground and him- 
self and his horse woro knocked about. 
Major Cadman was struck with a stone on 
tho uoso, from which blood flowed pre- 
fuscly, as well as from a second wound 
in the head. At Sntghill, a crowded por- 
tion of the town, the converted wrestler 
received a terrible IjIou- from behind with 
a stick and would have fallen ti' the 
.1,'round had he not l.icen supported, lie 
managed to cling lo his horse till the Al 
bert Hall 'was leached. There ii was 
found that ho IkuI sustained concussion o 
the brain, and hu lu.iaued pitcously a.s he

I should have 
preferred not to have had this question 
asked or answered as in my opinion it 
does not hear- on the matter undc-r en- 
quiry. 

Mr. "Wilson — Have you had any other 
calcidatioiis made than the one made by 
Mr. Gamble ? A. Yes, by those of tho 
senior engineers employed by the Do- 
minion Government on tho . C. P. rail- 
way. Tho lowest of those estimates ar- 
rives at very nearly- the same result as 
that which I have given you, tho other.') 
are higher in amount, the highest being 
.about GSOO tons. 

Mr. Wilson — If engineers were in the 
habit of making mistakes would it not be 
prudent for tho'cdriimittbe tb have K. and 
M.'s bills of quantities examined before 
expressing any opinion on the accuracy or 
making any eatimato of tho probable cost 
of the dock? A. 'I have scon no grounds 
for doubting in tho least degree tlio cor- 
rectness of K. and M.'s estimate and bills 
of quaiititios. I am not aware of any 
mistake thaj? they have made. I therefore 
take it.>:for sjrantod that they are correct. 
If I were a conti-actor about to tender for 
the work then T should certainly check 
over all their ligures; as it is 1 assume 
them to bc_ absolutely correct. Tf tho 
coiuiiiittee, iiowevor,.have detected any 
mistake made by 'the5ngrncors-in-cliiof, it 
might be a ground for them to have the 
whole calculations and work gone over. 
Tho calculations would have been" check- 
ed two or three timea^before leaving K. 
and M. 's bffice. • • . - ► 

Mr. 'Wilsoh — Do you know whether as 
strong work can be in.'wle with rubble 
stone as with concrete / .\ 1 should not 
think So. 'I'he substitution of rubble ma- 
sonry for concrete and concrete for rubble 
masonry depends upon what p:irl of the 
work it is to bo used in. 

Mr. Wilson— Can rubble masuiiry bo 
made here cheaper than concrete / A. I 
should say yes, but it depends a got)d deal 
on the nature of the masonry. . Sir. Kin- 
ipple is a man of infinitely greater exper- 
ience and knowledge in dock work than I 
I have any-; pretension to. I shoulj 
thcrefiue not dispute the onrrectiioss of 
his oinnion as to the [)roiier material to be 
used in the separiitc parts of the dock. 

Mr. Wilson— iJavo you ever Jiad any 
calculation made of the probable total cost 
of the Esquimalt dock / .\. I have not 
had any calculations made. 

Mr. Galbraitli — From your long de- 
partmental experience in former govern- 
monts would you have any objections to 
state whether it was tho C, C. s duty or 
not to rely upon the advice of the resid- 
ent cngineoronallquestions relating to ma- 
terial or construction of the dock, especially 
as theresident engineer was tho appointee 
of the eiigincora-iii-cliief >. \. fn tho day 
that I wa.s Chief Commissioner 1 held iiiy"- 
self and was held responsible ellicially 
and professionally for the proper conduct 
of every work under my charge in all re 
spccts. Since confederation and the in- 
cuinbont of the oflico of C. C. of L. and 
W. having become not necessarily a pro- 
fessional man the circumstances of ihc 
position are changed and I can only give 
you niy individual opinion, if it is ile-iiied 
on the question. 

Jfr. Oalbraith— Please give voi.r opin- 
ion? .X. .My opinion is that umler in-c- 
sent circumstances the cngiiicois for th(> 
dock. viz.'Mossrs. K. A M. should Ije held 
responsible for '.all purely professional 
matters connected with the construction 
of the work. The olhciiil responsibility 
for th^t equally with all other provincial 
works attaches to the C. C. of L. and W. 

Mr. Galbraith -Was it not Mr. Walk- 
em's duty to rely on tho resident engi- 
neer's advice in dock matters relating to 
material and construction ? A. I cannot 
say oil two points, 1 do not know wliat 
the position assigned by the chief engi- 
neer to tho resident engineer was, wheth- \ 
or the duty and respon.^ibility of [)ro£es- 
sioiially advising the C. C. of L. and W.

Mr. Smithc— If the C. C. of L. and W. 
know that the cement originally pur- 
chased by the provincial government was 
not intended for the main dock, but for 
the sea wall only, was it not the duty of 
the 0. C. to inform tho resident engineer 
of the fact, in .asking him to make out an 
estimate of tho total cost of the dock f 
A. T cannot answer that question. I do 
not know what tho duties of the 0. C. of 
L. and W. are. T.'Hdor the existing sys- 
tem of responsible government ho detines 
his own duties. 

Would you consider tho ongineor re- 
sponsible for the government undertak- 
ing to supply all tho cement for tho dock! 
A. I should pay that if tho engineer so 
advised the go\ ernniont or tho C. C. all 
the professiomil respoii.iibility for that 
course being adopted must rest with tho 
engineers, but the otlicial and financial 
responsibility must still belong to the 
government iu adopting that advice. 

Do'you consider that it is better that 
tho cement should be furnished by tho 
government than that it should have been 
included in the contract as part of the 
contractor's obligation ; A. Economically 
I do not seo why it should mako any dif- 
ference. The cement if delivered here, 
at tho proper time when required, direct 
from England, ought to cost tho same, 
whether consigned to the government or 
to the contnictor, but in another viow, it 
might bo bettor that the cement should 
bo purchased in England by the govern- 
ment to ;inauifo its being .of tho proper 
quality; but that could have been )>ro- 
vided against by it being required to bo 
subjected to n teal on its arrival here be- 
fore use. 

If the engineers rccomMieiided the gov- 
ernment to furnish the cement to con- 
tractors at cost price .agreed upon, instead 
of free of coat, should not the government 
have acted on tho advice of the engineers/ 
A. I do rot see any reason why they 
should not have acted upon such advice 
if given. I think such a eoursu wcuild 
have been preferable for tho govornnient 
thus relieving them of all responsibility 
in relation to the cement from the time of 
its'ktT'ival until used. 

When Mr. Rennctt ceased to be K. and 
M.'s engineer, and accepted an appoint- 
ment from tho provincial government, 
should not the government have instruct- 
ed him as to his duties f A. If Mr. Hen- 
iiot ceased to be the roproBontative of K. 
and M. and became tho servant and solely 
responsible to tho chief commissioner, 
then he should have received fresh in- 
structions from tho chief commissioner. 

Tf K. and M. no longer held themBolvofl 
responsible for tho payment of Mr. lien- 
nett's sal.'iry as icsideiit engineer, can jie 
still bo said to be their ropresontativc 
and einployco here, and if ho is not resi- 
dent engineer, ropresenting K. and M., 
and has not received any appointment 
or instructions from the provincial gov- 
ernmont, can ho bo said to have now any 
status in connection with the graving 
dock ? A. Unless K. and M.'s letter to 
the chief commissioner, dated 1-lt-h May, 
1879, has been revoked, which I havo 
now soon for tho first time, 1 am clearly 
of opinion that, subsoiquent to tho date 
named thoroin, namely, .luly, 1870, ho 
has not boon in the einidoy ot K. and M. 
as their assistant engineer. Whether ho

Uresslug for a Pliotoiri'apli. 

" Tho question is often asked," «*id 
au eipei'ieucecl photographer, "why 
actors and actresses take the most pleas- 
ing pictures. It is because they study 
the principles of art and good taste in 
their profession and understand how to 
dress. Moreover, they usually bring a 
selection of veils, flowers, curls, braids, 
laces and somotimes costumes to "givd 
tho photographer a choice of accesso- 
ries. They como when they are wholly 
at leisure and are not flustered. A re<i 
face takes black, and they know iL 
Then they do not l6ad themselves' down 
with ffewgaws and . Jiaberdosheries,' to 
show all tiuit ' thby have got in worliUy 
goods. Few persons know how to dress 
for a picture like an aotress. The be.st 
materials for ladies to wear when about 
to sit for a photograph are such that will 
fold or drape nicely, like reps, winceys, 
poplins, satina and silks. Lavender, 
Ijlao, sky blue, piuple and Froach bluo 
take very ligiit, and are worse for i* 
picture than pure white. Corn color 
and salmon are better. China pink, 
rose pink, magenta, crimson, pea greou, 
Inifl', plum color, dark purple, pure yel- 
low. Mazarine blue, navy blue, fawu 
color, Quaker color, dovo color, ashea of 
roses and stone color show a pretty 
gray in the photogi'oph, Scarlet, claiet, . 
garnet, sea-gi-eeu, light orange, leather 
color, light Bismarck and slate color 
take still darker, and are excellent col- 
ors to photograph. Cherry, wine color, 
light apple-green, dark orange, gold^eu 
and red brown show nearly the same 
agi-eoublo color in the picture. A black 
sUk alwavB looks well, and it takes well 
if not bedecked v/itli ribbons and laces 
that will tako while. Dark Bismarck 
and snufl' brown iisiiailv tako blacker 
thiol a black sUk or satfu .and ajre uot ;^ 
easy to drai>e! A silk, because it has 
more glosis and reflects more light, usu- 
ally takes lighter than a woolen dress. 
Ladies with dark or brown hau' should 
avoid contrasts in their costumes, as 
light substances photograph more quick- 
ly than dark, and ladies with light hair 
stioiild dress in something lighter than 
those whose hair is bro\v'n. Few ladles 
tmderstand how to ai'range their hair so 
as to harmonize with the form of the 
hoad, but blmdly follow the fashion, be 
t ho neck long or short, or the face nar- 
I'o-w or broad. A broad face appears 
more so if the hair is arranged low over 
the forehead or is parted at the side, and 
a long neck becomes stork-like when the 
liuir is built u)) high, while a few curls 
would make a most agreeable change, in -, 
the ofl'ect. Powdered hair giVea goo'd 
etl'ect, and .powder should be bestowed 
upon frecikles. — New York Suni ' 



'The Chameleou, 

Tbu chameleon has been an object ot 
euriosity tho world over on account of 
its power to change its color, but its 
power to change its form is not less re- 
markable. Sometimes it assumes the 
form of a disconsolate mouse sitting- 
mum in a corner ; again, -with back 
curved and tail erect, it resemltLsa u 
crouching lir.u, which uo doubt gava 
origin to its name chamal-ffonj or ground 
lion. By inflating its sides it flattens 
its belly, and, viewed from below, takea 
the form of an ovate leaL The tad is 
the petiole, -ftdiile the white, serrated 
lino, -which runs from nose to tip of tail 
over tho belly, becomes the midrib. 
Still again tluxiwing out thia air, iti^ws 
in its sides, and at tho same time ex- 
pands itself upward and downward till 
it becomes as thin as a knife, and then, 
■viewed from the side, it has the form ot 
an ovate leaf without a micb'ib, but 
with the serrated lino of tho belly and 
the serrated back becoming the serrated 
edges of a leaf, Wlien thus expanded 
it al.so has the extraordinary power to 
sway itself over so .as to present an 6dge\ 
to an observer, thus greatly adding ito « 
its means ot concealment. I have ' 
studied the. clianges of color with muob 
interest. In its iiormid state of rest ii 
is of a light pea grewi, at times blend- 
ing with yellow. Tho least excitement, 
as in hau(lling, causes a change. The 
ground-work remauis the same, but 
tinnsverse stripes appeal' nwning across 
the baok and nearly encircling the body 
iu a full-grown animal, nnmberLng about 
thirt.T, and extending from head to tip 
of tail. These stripes occupy about thu 
same amount -of space as the ground- 
work and arc most susceptible of change 
of color. At first they become deeply 
gieon, and, if tho excitement continues, 
gi'adiially change to black. "Wheu 
placed upon a tree tho ground-work be- 
comes a deep greon and the stripes a 
deeper gi'een or black, and so long as 
thoy remain on the trees the color does 
not change. The prevailing idea that 
they tako on tho peculiar hue of ths 
foliage among which they happen to be.- 
is, I think, en-oneous. Wo have placed 
them on the scarlet leaves of the arac«- 
na and among the red flowera of the 
acacia with no change from the prevail- 
ing green.
